Proposed Amendment to Constitution, if Adopted, Would 
Prevent Abuse of the Borrowing Power 


Columbus, Ohio.—One of the first discoveries of the Joint Legislative C om ­ 
mittee on Economy and Taxatios, of which State Senator C h e ste r C. Bolton ie 
chairman, was that in recent years thsre had been a tremendous increase in 
1 the use of their borrowing power by the taxing subdivisions in Ohio 
It is to 
curb the abuse, not the use, of public faith and credit that the Constitutional 
I Am endm ent regulating bond issues has been submitted to the voters by this 
Eighty-sixth General Assembly. 
The other amendment, which will also be 
adopted or rejected by the voters at the election in November, is designed to 
make possible the modernizing of the tax system of the State and make more 
equitable the tax burden falling upon various forms of tangible property. 
T he adoption of the resolutions submitting to the people of Ohio these 
two proposed Constitutional a m en d m en ts 
was what made necessary the 
creation of this fact-finding committee, nine in number, the m embers being 
selected from the two branches, four from the Senate and five from the House. 
The work of the committee will be well advanced by th** time of tile election, 
November 3, though it is not required to report until March. 1926, and if these 
am endm ents are adopted it will be able to quickly formulate measures that 
will impose a g reater share of the tax burden on intangible property—meas 
urea that will be productive without being burdensome. 
The debt am endm ent provides for writing into the Constitution the prin­ 
ciples of the well-known “Griswold act,” the effect of which will be to prevent 
the Legislature authorizing bond issues except for perm anent public Im­ 
provements. 
Paying off a bond issue is much like p aring for a dead horse 
Particularly 
is that true if the improvement for which the bonds were issued has become 
antiquated or worn out before the bonds are due 
Constitutional protection 
to taxpayers against such a situation will tx? guaranteed if the proposed debt 
limit am e n d m e n t is adopted at the election on November 3. 
In the first 
place the am e n d m e n t prevents an issue of bonds for any improvement that 
has an estim ated usefulness of less than 5 years. 
Any improvement that 
won t stand up for 5 years must be paid for out of current tax receipts. 
If 
the taxing district hasn't got the money to pay for what it wants it must do 
without It; the local government cannot go out and borrow by the bond route. 
In the second place bonds cannot be issued to run for a period longer than 
the probable life of the Improvement and. as stated, the probable life of the 
improvement m ust be at least 5 years. 
To date the joint committee has gathered figures on the bonded indebted­ 
ness of 93 cities in Ohio 
These figures, which show the status of the debt 
aa of June 30, 1924, are staggering.
